Home of tin* l » remost of tin* escaping eiti- 
rons met the D uluth train coming in from 
the north. 
Engineer Jim Hoot was a t the throttle 
He stopi» « « ! tiie train and took on b oard 
ab out 125 of til« » refugees, who crowded 
into the train, completely tilling it, for if 
had a passenger list almost as large.

8.—Governor K irk­ 
wood, con fined to his bed since Monday 
last and an invalid for a year past, living 
In seclusion Ht ins home in this city, con­ 
scious alm ost to the last, passed away at 
1 p. m. Saturday. 
D. ath had no terrors 
for him. 
He leaves a wife, but no ehil 
dren. 
T e r r a ins havtfbeen received from 
prom inent men of the state and nation. 
Iowa City is in m ourning for a friend and 
neig hbor. 
The Iowa City Republican 
says: “ His name was a talism an in the 
state, and an incentive to every Iowa 
youth to ini loyal and true.” 
In April, 
1861, lie teleg raphed the secretary of war: 
“ Ten days ag o we had two parties in this 
state; today we have but one and that one 
is for the constitution and Union uncon­ 
ditionally.” 
Governor Jackson has issued a proclama­ 
tion on the death of The ex -g overnor. 
Among other thing s said is th at “ The 
nation shared the g reatness of his life; 
Iowa enjoyed the distinction of his su­ 
preme m anhood.” Out of respect fur his 
memory all flag s are ordered at half-m ast 
ami the capitol building is ordered appro­ 
priately draped. 
At a meeting of citizens 
committees were appointed to arrang e for 
the funeral services, which occur tom or­ 
row at 2 p. m. 
All Iowa ex -g overnors, 
senators, judg es of the supreme court, 
cong ressmen, state officers, and the board 
of reg ents of the State University of Iowa 
are invited to attend. 
Samuel Jordan Kirkwood was born iu 
Maryland, Dec. 
2 0, 1813; was raised on a 
farm, educated in a log school house, and 
afterw ard clerked iu a drug store 
in 
W ashing ton, I). C. 
By industry he ac­ 
q uired a leg al education, and moving to 
Ohio lie attained early prominence, but 
soon drifted into politics, being finally 
elected a member of the Ohio constitu­ 
tional convention. 
A fter twelve years’ 
residence in Ohio he moved to Iowa and 
settled down to milling , having decided to 
g iue up professional life. 
A year later, in 
1856, he was chosen to the state senate 
where, being placed on the committee on 
hanking as an obscure member to fill out 
the committee, he so attracted attention 
that he speedily rose into prominence. 
Prior to 1859 Kirkwood was a Democrat, 
hut slavery drove him out of the party 
and he ran for g overnor of Iowa as a Whig 
in th at year ag ainst U neral A. C. Dodg e, 
and won, taking his seat just as the g reat 
rebellion was breaking out. 
His war posi­ 
tion was sufficiently stated in his teleg ram 
to the secretary of war, q uoted above. 
From the g overnor’s chair he went to the 
national senate. 
From the senate he re­ 
turned to private life, but iu 1875 a third 
nomination for g overnor came to him, and 
he had a g reat majority. Ag ain he was 
elected United States senator, only to he 
chosen, soon after he had taken his seat, 
as Garfield’s secretary of the interior. 
In 
every position—and he held many of im ­ 
portance iu addition to those above named 
he was noted for painstaking attention 
to duty and for intense honesty and integ ­ 
rity. “ Honest old Sam Kirkwood” was his 
fam iliar sobriq uet. 


FRANKLIN M’VEAGH ON THE ISSUES.

Chicago , Sept 3 — Franklin MeVeag h, 
the Democratic 
candidate for 
lluited 
States senator in this state, opened his 
campaig n iu Central Music hall to a larg e 
audience. 
He dealt with the tariff bill iu 
the same way that has been done by Pres­ 
ident Cleveland and others—declaring it 
not what was wanted, but better than the 
McKinley bill, and 
promising further 
steps toward free trade 
charg ing the 
failure of the orig inal purpose to a protec 
lion majority in the senate. 
He favored 
bl-metailism, but not silver mouo-metall 
ism, which was worse than g old mono­ 
metallism, which was bail enoug h. 
He thoug ht the income tax would g row 
iu 
favor. 
On the labor 
q uestion he 
thoug ht it not Improbable th at the na­ 
tional g overnm ent would have to take 
charg e of strikes th a t took a continental 
form—a process which would theaten local 
self-g overnment, in which he 
believed 
He hoped it would not come to that, 
however; but if it did he wanted the 
Democratic party to destroy the present 
barbarous manner of settling industrial 
ditputies. 
The g reat power of org anized 
labor should be restrained by both publio 
opinion and law, but so also should that 
of trusts and monopolies.

W altham, Maas., Sept. 3.—General Na­ 
thaniel 1’. Hanks, soldier and statesm an, 
died at his home on main street, this city, 
shortly before 8 o’clock Saturday morning 
from brain trouble, after a long illness. 
For nearly two years the g eneral has been 
a sufferer, but he was not taken seriously 
ill until about two weeks ag o. 
E triy this 
sum m er lie beg an to fall mental ly and 
was taken to the home of his daug hter, 
ttie wife of ihe Rev. Paul Sterling , Mount 
Deer Isle, Me., for the summer. 
loiter he 
was taken to the McLean asylum at Som­ 
erville, hut it was no use and fie was 
broug ht home once more. 
From this time he sank rapidly. 
Mrs. 
Rauks, 
with the 
g eneral’s daug hter, 
Maud, and his niece, Miss Sybil Hanks, 
were at his bedside constantly until his 
death 
At m idnig ht the g eneral itecame 
unconscious and he slowly lost his streng th 
until the hour of his death. 
The end 
came very q uietly and those g athered 
about the Is*«! of the dying g eneral were 
hardly aware when he passed away. 
The 
funeral will take place tomorrow after­ 
noon. 
As soon as the death was an­ 
nounced flag s everywhere throug hout the 
city and the state were displayed at half- 
mast and on every side the respect in 
which General Banks was field was evi­ 
denced. 
The history of General Nathaniel Pren­ 
tiss Banks is larg ely the history of the 
civil war both political and m ilitary. 
He 
was born in this city Jan. 
&>, Hid, and 
learned the trade of machinist. 
He g ravi­ 
tated to journalism and later to law and 
polities, lie was speaker of the state leg is­ 
lature in 
1851 ami 1852 and a representa­ 
tive in cong ress in 1854. 
While a repre­ 
sentative he left the Demo« ratic party ami 
became 
a ‘‘Know-Nothing ” and 
was 
ag ain elected. 
His election this time 
resulted iu one of the most heated contests 
for the sjieakership ever known. 
Batiks 
won the lig ht on the thirty third ballot. 
He was ag ain elected to cong ress in 1857, 
but resig ned, having been elected g overnor 
of Massachusetts. 
This office he held to 1860 when he wa* 
made president of the Illinois Central rail­ 
way, but resig ned when the war broke 
out, being commissioned major g eneral of 
volunteers. His m ilitary record was made 
in the Shennandoah valley, in command 
of the defenses of 
\\ ashing ton, in the ope­ 
rations on R d river and iu com maud of 
the departm ent of t lie g ulf, of which he 
was relieved in May, 1*64. 
He theu re­ 
sig ned and was elected at once to cong ress 
from his old district and re-elected until 
18*7, ex cept in 1872 when he "(Jreeleyized.” 
He was ag ain elected to cong ress in 1889, 
and after the close of this term he took uo 
active part in politics.
